JOINED HANDS, 


THE ENGINEERS AND KNIGHTS OF LABOR 
BURY THE HATCHET. 


An Interesting Interview With General 
Master Workman Powderly—The Knights 
of Labor on the 0“ Net Ordered out 
Exaggerated Keperts—A Union of In- 
terests Between the Two Great Labor Or- 
ganizations, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISraTcn. 
New York, April 7. — The 
Special from Scranton, Pa., says: As 
result of recent conferences between 
General Master Workman Powderly and 
representatives ofthe Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers, the Herald correspondent is 
justified in stating thata friendly feeling has 
been established between the Knights and the 
engineers, by which future antagonism be- 
tween these organizations will be averted. 
An injury to one will be the con- 
cern of the other,’’ and provisions will 
be made to prevent Brotherhood men 
taking the places of Knights on strike and vice 
versa. The committee that recentiy came 
here from Chicago to walt on General Master 
Workman Powderly had a letter of introduc- 
tion from Chief Arthur, and when they were 
going away Mr. Powderly gave them a letter 
to the Chief of the Brotherhood, assuring 
himself and his order of cordial sympathy 
and support. Mr. Powderly, before leaving 
for Philadelphia, last evening, to attend a 
meeting of the Executive Board, stated to 
the Herald correspondent that such was the 
case, and that an understanding, mutaally 
advantageous to both organizations, would 
soon be arrived at. 
When asked if it was true that he had or- 
dered out Knights of Labor on the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy road, Mr. Powderly said: 
‘*There is no truth in that statement. I was 
waited on by a committee representing the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, who 
came on from Chicago, and the calling out of 
employes who are Knights of Labor was not 
spoken of or hinted at. The main question 
discussed was the stoppage of Knights of La- 
bor who went from the East to take the place 
of the engineers on the ‘Q’ road. I explained 
to the committee that it was a difficult thing to 
reach those men or influence them in 
any way, for the reason that they had 
violated their obligations as Knights of Labor, 
by taking the step they did in playing the 
‘ecab.’ I told them it was, unfortunately , 
true that the relations between the Knights 
and the Brotherhood had been strained some- 
what previous to the Burlington strike, and 
for that reason some of the former would feel 
justified in the course they were pursuing. I 


also explained to them that a great many of 
the men who claimed to be Knights of Labor 
and took the places of the Burlington en- 
gineers had never been members of our or- 
ganization.

EXAGGERATED REPORTS. 

‘*T have taken pains tosumup the number 
of men ‘reported’ to have gone from the 
Reading to the Burlington road, and a careful 
compilation shows that 3,000 men, all of them 
engineers and all of them ciaiming to be 
Knights of Labor, passed through Pitteburg. 
It is aiso reported that no less than two 
thousand passed through Buffalo, while the 
other large centers through whieh men had 
to pass would no doubt raise the total number 
to something like twenty thousand men, The 
truth of the matter is that all these reports 
are grossly exaggerated and that not over one 
hundred and fifty Knights, all told, have gone 
out to the ‘Q’ road, and over oue- Bait of them 
have returned to their homes. Indeed, 
do not see how a man who bas taken the 

ledge of the Knights of Labor could put 
me Fy charge of Pinkerton’s agents, for 
if there is a creature that crawis upon the face 
ofthe earth that a Knight of Labor should 
despise, itis a Pinkerton detective. I have 
addressed a letter to the Knights of Labor 
along the Burlington road, advising them to 
meet with our erring Knights and ask them to 
return to their homes.

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AN OLD CHURCH. 


INTERESTING ANNIVERSARY AMONG GER- 
MAN PROTESTANTS. 


The Collections of the Holy Ghost Congrega- 
tion—A Quiet Structure in the Heart of a 
Great City—History of the Building aud 
the Pastors—Prominent Citizens Who 
Still Cling to It—Reminiscences of a 
Landmark. 


The oldest German Protestant church in St. 
Louis will on next Wednesday celebrate the 
thirtieth anniversary 
of the corner-stone 
laying. The veuer- 
able structure stands 
at the corner of 
Eighth and Walnut 
streets, and rears its 
calm head in the 
midst of the oijty’s 
roarand rattle. Over 
fifty years ago, or in 
1834, the church, 
which is called the 
Church of the Holy Ghost, was organ- 
ized. The first place of worship was 
the school-house on Fourth and Wash- 
ington avenue. Tho pastor then was 
Rey. Christian R. Korndoeffer. In 1836 
the northwest corner of Seventh and Clark 
avenue was bought for $750. On it they began 
the new church, which was completed August 
2, 1840, on which day the first services were 
held by the pastor, Rev. G. W. Wall, who had 
succeeded Dr. Korndoeffer, the pastor under 
whom the church had been organized. The 
new building soon had to give way with the 
growth of the city and August 31, 
1857, the place was sold with improvements 
for $300 a front foot. In the same year 
the present site was the

FOREIGNERS IN THE WAR. 


MAJ. HENRY L. GUTHRIE OF LOUISVILLE 
CORRECTS A COMMON ERROR. 


Less Than 21-2 Per Cent of the United 
States Troops in the Civil Struggle Were 
of Foreign Birth—Americans Make Good 
Soldiers, as They Have Proved, Not Only 
in America, But on Foreign Soils—Illus- 
trious Americans Abroad. 


Maj. Henry L. Guthrie of Louisville, who 
served in the Army of the Tennessee during 
the war, and who has been visiting friends in 
the city for several days, remarked to Post- 
DISPATCH reporter: ‘‘I have ever since the 
war been hearing remarks from my Southern 
friends to the effect that the rebellion was un- 
successful, because the North was able to 
overrun the Southern States with an over- 
whelming number of foreign troops. I won- 
der if the people who taik thus ever think of 
what they are saying. They certainly would 
never make such assertions if they had the 
slightest idea of what they were talking about. 
Carefully compiled records of the nativity 
of allenlisted menare kept inthe War De- 
partment at Washington, and these records 
show that something less than 213 per cent of 
the United States troops were born outside of 
the country. Irelandis asmall country, and 
could under no circumstances furnish a great 
number of troops, while it is an acknowledged 
fact that a very large proportion of 
our German population emigrated forthe ex- 
press purpose of escaping the conscription, 
and therefore would be unlikely to enliat of 
theirown accord. Thefact should be recog- 
nized thatthe war was fought by Americans 
on both sides, and that to them belongs the 
honor. I do not mean to depreciate the serv- 
ices of our foreign-born citizens; for one 
has but to mention the name of Osterhaus in 
the North, and Claburne in the South, to call 
forth enthusiasm from all who followed them. 
But the number of foreigners was insignifi- 
cant, and all could have been dismissed with- 
out serious detriment or any alteration in the 
final result. 

AMERICAN SOLDIERS IN EGYPT. 

One field in which American soldiers have 
shone with great brilliancy.’’ Major Guthrie 
went on to say, ‘‘has not been recognized by 
thelrown countrymen. IrefertoEgypt. At 
the close of the war a great many officers 
principally Confederates, were thrown out of 
employmentand did not know what to do 
with themselves. Asitchanced Gen. Stone, 
who had been most unjustly obliged to 
leave the Federal service after the battle 
of Balls Bluff, had obtained employment in a 
military capacity under the Khedive of Egypt. 
He found himself greatly hampered by the 
great lack that exists among all Eastern races, 
the absence of material for good officers, and 
sent word tothe United States that those who 
could show a good military record could 
find work in Africa. A large number 
answered his summons, and soon the entire 
Egyptian service Was under American con- 
trol. Never did the adaptability and efficiency 
of our ofiicers shine with brighter luster. 
Taking the Egyptian fellaheen, as unpromis- 
ing material as can well be imagined, they 
disciplined them in an admtrable man- 
ner, andatthe head of these men overran 
the Soudan and reduced the flerce Arab tribes 
to submission. This was thought little of at 
the time as the military abilities of the Arabs 
and their African allies were greatly under- 
rated, but whenthe English took control of 
affairs, overthrew the Eyyptians and ousted 


the Americans, the difficulties and 
disasters that they met with 
proved beyond all peradventure 


the superior ability of the American officers. 
Command after command, under the leader- 
ship of Englishmen, met not only with de- 
feat, but with annihilation, and even when 
they placed their most fameus officer at 
the head of English troops, the latter as 
ood as any in the world, the result was 
ailure. This set British officers to 
thinking, and it was seen that the men 
who could accomplish more with 
Egyptians than English officers could with 
their own troops, must possess most excep- 
tional ability. The names of Stone Pasha, 
Long Pasha and a host of others are now fam- 
ous in England, and shouldin this country 
meet with the recognition which is their due, 
but which has hitherto been denied them. 
THE DESPERATION OF THE ARABS. 

‘*Some years ago I had along talk with Gen. 
Stone about African military affairs, and in 
the light of recent events in that country, now 
perceive his military genius. He told me that 


the Arabs were as desperate men in 
a charge as were to be found in 
the world, and that Egyptians never 
could face hand-to-hand weapons. Instead, 


therefore, of relying on the usua! square form- 
ation, he adopted that of compan column, 
with — modifications. Throwing out a 
skirmish line, consisting of about a quarter of 
his force, at a distance of 1,200 yards, he would 
support it at 300 yards Oy an equal number of 
men collected into small, loose grou with 
intervals between.

MARIETTA’S CENTENIAL, 


The Grand Celebration of the Ohio Town— 
The Exercises. 


MARIETTA, O., April 7.—The City Hall was 
too small to accommodate the throng that 
gathered this beautiful morning to celebrate 
the one hundredth anniversary of the landing 
of Gen. Rufus Putnam and his band from the 
Mayflower. The first formal part of the pro- 
gramme to-day was the address of Gov, 
Foraker. After saying that others would 


elaborate the theme of the century’s 
progress, the Governor said: My duty is the 
simple one of speaking but a word of wel- 
come. When the forty-eight passengers of 
that old but modern Mayflower landed here 
100 years ago there was no one to speak sucha 
word to them. They had left the world be- 


hind. They found here only the 
wilds of nature, a necessity to 
sacrifice and an opportunity to 


labor. But how changed! Our State is but 
one of five great empires, almost, that have 


the ‘territory lying northwest of the Ohio 
River.’ And yet we have within our borders 
a population of nearly 4,000,000 ef people. Our 
40,000 square miles of area are covered with all 
the improvements, conveniences, facilities, 
beauties and adornments of the mostadvanced 
modern Christian civilization, and Ohio in 
these respects is but typical, not only of the 
Northwest Territory bat also of that farther 
and greater West lying still beyond and reach- 
ing away to the golden shores of the Pacific. 
THE HUMBLE BEGINNING. 
In this hourof our might and glory we 
turn to this spot, proud of our achievements, 
but not unmindful of our humble beginning. 
We come not to boastof what has been ac- 
complished, but toexpress appreciation for 
those conditions by which that beginning was 
surrounded, on account of which all that has 
since followed was made possible. We come

THE COLORED SCHOOLS. 


A SUB-COMMITTEE PREPARING A REPORT 
AFTER ALONG INVESTIGATION. 


Two ofthe Teachers Will Be Dismissed, a 
Third Transferred and Several Dropped 
From the Rolls at the End of the Scho- 

lastie Year—The Committee Encounters 
Difficulties ip Endeavering to Get at the 
Facts. 


On Monday Messrs. Barstow, Bauer, 
Sheahan and Richardson, constituting a sub- 
committee of the School Board Teachers 
Committee, will report to the body author- 
izing the work the result of their 
investigation into the condition of 
the colored schools. To avoid the 
annoyance which they would suffer 
by giving out at this time the result of their 
inquiries, and out of respect to the Teachers 
Committee, the sub-committee has decided 
not to state the results of the investigation 
until the formal report is made on Monday, 
when it will also be requested of Messrs. 
Kelly, Hogan and Homes, the other members 
ofthe main committee, to keep secret the 
findings until the report is accepted by 
the Board at the session on Tuesday. The in- 
vestigation has, however, developed facts 
showing such a terrible condition of affairs 
that members of the committee have been 
unable to refrain from expressing themselves. 
In one case the allegation made was of gamb- 
ling and visiting saloons on Sunday. 
This charge was flatly contradicted by 
the teacher, who said it was 
a lie invented by his enemies, 


In the same case information was received 
that he had made än assault upon a very re- 
spectable colored lwho, when visited bya 
representative of the chair: ot the sub-com- 
mittee, begged to be spared the pain of pub- 
licity in this connection, and through regard 
for the girl the lucky defendant escaped. Dur- 
ing the investigation of this matter a number 
of the old Board said that the offender's 
conduct bad been repeatedly the subject of 
investigation and on one occasion 
when he was accused of immoral conduct the 
charge was established but no action was 
taken by the Board. Nothing has since been 
established against him and the committee 


though convinced that he is not a proper 
person to be in the schools do not feel war- 
wanted in taking any action. 


The sub-committee will recommend that 
George B. Vashon, Third Assistant at Lowell 
Colored School, and Josiah H. Jones, Third 
Assistant of Corondelet Colored School, be 
DISMISSED FROM THE SCHOOLS. 

It was shown during the examination that 
Vashon had been repeatedly reported by the 
principal of his school for tardiness. 
Allegations were also made against his 

romptness in paying debts contracted since 

is connection with the public schools began. 

In the case of Joseph H. Jones several 
charges of misconduct were made. A colored 
citizen of Carondelet alleged that he had taken 


his daughter from school, because 
he did not deem it safe to al- 
low her to attend there any longer. 


His daughter had on one occasion asked his 
permission to visit — eee and sub- 
sequently he ascertained that she had been at 
a ball given by a colored church on Morgan in 
company with one of the teachers, giving him 
reason to believe that the teacher was a party 
— the deception that had been practiced upon 
m. 


Principal Joseph Lee of Caron- 
delet was also implicated during the 
investigation of the Corondelet Colored 
school. His slovenliness in dress had, accord- 
ing to the allegations,amounted to indecency, 
butin this case the defendant established 
facts which turned the tide of disfavor. It 
appeared on a full investigation that Lee de- 
voted a large part of his earnings tothe pay- 
ment of debts incurred by him to support his 
parents. The Committee decidedin nis case 
to recommend a transfer to another school. 

Mrs. Archie Irwin was called before the com- 
mittee. It was claimed that her domestic re- 
lations exerted an evil influence onthe pupils. 
In view of the death of her husband, who was 
killed by Stephen M. Wilson early in the in- 
vestigation, the committee decided to leave 
Mrs. Irwin undisturbed. 

Mrs. William Curtis’ case was also up for 
consideration. The allegations in this case 
were about the same as those in the Irwin 
case. It was held that the employment of a 
teacher whose husband is said to be engaged 
in keepinga saloon or gambling house might 
not be beneficial, but it was decided to post- 
pone further action in this case until the end 
of the term, when the committee can, it 
sees fit refuse to reappoint the teacher. 

It was also decided at the meeting of the 
committee last evening to 

POSTPONE FURTHER CONSIDERATION 
of the cases of J. M. Veney and Mamie Smith, 
against whose conduct serious allegations 
were made. The committee will reserve its 
decision in these cases until the time for reap- 
pointing teachers in June. 

The members of the sub-committee will 
probably ask to be discharged after submitting 
their report, but the investigation will not be 
closed by any means. The developments 
have been so startling that the Directors are 
convinced that there is good grounds for con- 
tinuing the investigation until the facts not 
now obtainable can be established.

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AN UNEXPECTED DEATH, 


Henry I. D’Arcy, a Well-Known Lawyer, 
Carried Away by Pneumonia. 


Henry I. D’Aroy, one of the best-known 
members of the bar, died of pneumonia at his 
residence last evening after a very brief ill- 
ness. He was confined to his house in the 
early part of the week with what was supposed 
to be a troublesome cold, but neither he nor his 
friends paid much attention toit and thought 
it but a trivial ailment. He grew worse, how 
ever, during the last couple of days and died 


at 7 p. m. yesterday. The tidings, when an- 
nounced to-day, created the greatest surprise, 
as it was but very few days ago that Mr. 
Arcy was on the street and in the courts at- 
tending to his business, and without the least 
trace of any ailment about him. Mr. D’Arcy, 
though but 43 years of age, had made for him- 
self a brilliant reputation in his profession. 
He was an Irishman, a graduate of Trinity 
College, and came to this country about 
fifteen years ago. Always deeply devoted 
to literary labors, when he first arrived 
in St. Louis, he joined the Faculty of the Col- 
lege of the Christian Brothers, his depart- 
ment being English and the Classics. eat 
the sametime began the study of the law. 
oon rward he married the — — of 
the late Joshua Cheever, gave up teaching for 
tbe law, and has since devoted himselt to that 
profession. His success as a lawyer was very 
pronounced, but he never gave up his 
classical studies, and he was conceeded to be 
the best and mest scholarly lawyer in the 
city. As a profound student of Greek es- 
pecially, he had no rival in the West, even 
among the Greek. professors, and but few 
men in the county ranked with him as a Gre- 
clan. He was well-known as a witty and en- 
tertaining after-dinner talker and at the last 
banquet of the Knights of St. Patrick he de- 
livered a short address which met with great 
applause. The deceased leaves a widow and 
several children. A meeting of tbe bar is 
called for 4p. m., at which arrangements will 
will be made for the funeral. 


A BURNING ISSUE: 


Booville’s Big Fight With the Local Gas 
Company. 

BOONVILLE, Mo., April 7.—The gas question 
has been a burning issue in this city for some 
time. Since the first of the year: when a five- 
year contract with the Boonville Gas-Light 
Company expired, the City Council has been 
making a fight for lower rates, to which the 
city was entitied under the ordinance granting 
the Company the right to erect and operate its 


works. The ordinance provided that the 
rates charged should not be greater 
than were charged in certain 


other cities in the State, and being mueh 
greater a reduction was demanded. After 
the fight opened a reduction was made, but in 
the opinion of the Council the rates were still 
kept above the limit, so when the bill for gas 
consumed by the city for the past three 
months was presented last Monday night the 
Council refused to allow the full 
amount, deducting what they considered 
in excess of the sum legally due. The 
question cut quite a figure lu the city election, 
and the advocates of cheap gas and electric 
light won the fight. Notice was served on the 
Mayor last Tuesday that the works would be 
closed for repairs and that no more gas would 
be furnished after Thursday. As soon as this 
became known an effort was made by certain 
citizens to buy the stock of the parties in con- 
trol, and an offer was made to them, which, it 
is learned this morning, has been accepted. 
A new directory will be elected at once it is 
said, and the works continued in operation. 
Mayor Bell, upon receipt ofthe notice that 
the works would be shut down, left for Lamar, 
Mo., and made arrangements withthe elec- 
tric light company of that place to put ina 
dynamo here and furnish electric lights for 
the principal streets at onceif the gas was 
shut off. They promised to have the streets 
— by electricity within forty-eight hours 
after notice was given.

ASAD SUICIDE, 


Hans Stackried and His Handsome Wife 
Take a Fatal Dose. 


NEW YorK, April 7.—Hans Stackried and 
his wife, Fanny, a handsome woman of 21 
years, took a dose of poison early this morn- 
ing and died within an hour ofeach other in 
Vincent’s Hospital, between5and 6 o’clock, 
The husband was a Polish Jew. He had been 
out of work for some time. The good wife 
was compelled to pawn almost everything she 
had of any value. Finally father, mother

refuse barrels, The couple lived in one room 
only. About midnight a Mrs. Deering heard 
an unusual noise in Stackried’s room. She 
went out into the hallway and there saw 
Stackried, who looked as though he was m- 
toxicated. His face was ghastly pale, his 
eyes glared and large beads of perspiration 
stood ot on his face. Fearing the man might 
attack her, Mrs. Deering rushed back into 
her room and slammed the door. At?2o’clock 
Stackreid knocked at the door, and upon Mrs. 
Deering opening it, he said as his 
face was black and blue: We have taken 
poison, my wife and I.“ Then he suddenly 
tell to the floor. Entering the Stackried room, 
Mrs. Deering found the wife lying on the sofa 
as if dead, with her baby clasped to her 
breast. In a minute or so she opened her eyes 
and sald: Faithful friend, go for the police, 
we are dying. An ambulance was sum 
moned and both were removed to the hospital.

WESTERN STATEMENTS WHICH EASTERN 


GROWERS ARE APT TO LAUGH AT. 


Among Them the Declaration That 100 
Bushels of Wheat Can Be Garnered in 
From an Acre—Facts About Wheat—A 
Very Exhausting Crop—The Cause of 
Frequent Bankruptcy Among the 
Farmers. 


Frederick K. Weeks of New York, a large 
option dealer in grain, said to a Post-DIs- 
PATCH reporter at the Southern Hotel this 
morning: ‘‘I have for the last thirty years 
closely watched the wheat districts of this 
country, and have witnessed some remarkable 
changes. Iremember perfectly well when an 
engineer officer made a reporttothe effect 
thatthe valley of the Red River of the North 
would in time become one of the great wheat 
fields of the world. His report was read in 
the House of Representatives, and it was 
gravely proposed that he be cashlered for in- 
competency, because he had made so ridicu- 
lous a statement. This motion came from a 
New England member of Congress, and now a 
few counties in Dakota produce more wheat 


than all New England put together. 
The fertility of the soil varies in dif- 
ferent parts of the country, and 


the crops vary in accordance, but I know of 
no crop that shows such a wide margin as the 
wheat crop. East of the Aleghanies, fifteen or 
twenty bushels an acre is considered an ex- 
cellent yield. In the Mississippi Valley below 
the forty-eighth parallel of latitude from 
twenty-five to thirty bushels is more than an 
average crop, while north of that the yield is 
somewhat higher, running up to forty or 
forty-five, the latter, however, being phe- 
nomenal. The Eastern farmers are astonished 


at such a crop, regarding it as 1 — possl- 
ble, and those who have not travelled cen- 
sider such stories as Western boasting. Ima- 
gine their feelings when they hear of the 
crops raised on the Pacific slope. In that re- 
8 the average of a good year will run over 
bushels. 
SEVENTY AND EIGHTY BUSHELS 

to the acre are by no means uncommon, while 
in certain especially favored localities as 
much as 100 bushels tothe acre has been re- 
corded. No man accustomed only to farming 
east of the Alleghanies willleredit such a crop, 
no matter how strongly it 
be authenticated. I. have 
wagers gravely made that 70 bushels, 
alone 100, cannot be placed on the stalk 
within an acre, and it is useless to try to con- 
vince an Eastern farmer that such crops are 
not only raised, butare notatall uncommon. 
These men elther do not know or do not ap- 
preciate the fact that on the Pacific coast the 
wheat-heads are at least three inches longer 
than in the East, the grains are larger and 
much moister, thus adding greatly to their 
weight, and wheat is measured by weight 
and not by space * As a set-off to 
this advantage it may be remarked that 100 
pounds of California wheat will shrink 
tar more. after being kept in 
sacks for a few months than 
an equal weight of Eastern? grain. One great 
expense that the Western farmer is able to 
avoid is the annual planting ofcrop. In all 
but a few localities, in the district west of the 
Sierras, wheat is planted but once in two 
years, 

THE SO-CALLED ‘‘VOLUNTEER’’ CROP 
being relied on in the alternate years. The 
volunteer crop is raised from the grains that 
fall from the growing wheat, the ground being 
. ploughed and harrowed over, and net 
sowed. This crop averages from eight to fif- 
teen bushels an acre lessthan a crop grown in 
the ordinary- way, but is really more profita- 
ble to the farmer on account of the saving in 
expense. 

With allthe great profits that accrue from 
a successfulcrop,’’ Mr. Weeks went on to say, 


the wheat-growing industry has sel- 
dom proved very lucrative, and 
farmers are fast abandoning it in 
all regions where anything else can 


profitably be grown. On a virgin soil and in a 
district remote from large towns wheat is the 
best crop that can be raised, but it is also one 
of the most uncertain, and farmers who have 
to live from year to year on the product of 
their lands are becoming very shy of it. Next 
to tobacco it is the most exhausting crop that 
land can be put under, and after three, or at 
the most five, years the yield peracre dimin 
ishes by at least 30 per cent, and often more. 
The large farmers have been quick to recog- 
nize this fact, and to-day scarcely one of the 
great domains which used ten years ago to be 
so common is in existence, all having passed 
into the hands of small farmers, who have 
rotated crops, and thus restored the fertility 
of the land. But the attraction of wheat 
farming, like that of gambling, has in many 
cases proved too much forthe small farmers, 
and fully 50 per cent ofthe bankruptcies in the 
rural districts that have occurred during the 
last five years are due to attempts to raise 
wheat on exhausted land.“ 


THE CHAIN OF EVIDENCE, 


Story of the Crime With Which Henry 
Dieterich Was Charged—His Arrest. 


Henry Dieterich, the murderer whom the 
Associated Press telegrams from Shelbina, 
Mo., state escaped from jail there Thursday, 
was arrested in St. Louis. The case, which is 
a very interesting one, attracted considerable 
attention at the time. On November 2, Nicho- 
las Brant, a well-to-do dealer in hoop-poles 
at Shelbina, disuppeared very myste- 


riously. Mr. Falter, a box wmanufact- 
urer here, who did business with 
him, reported the matter to the 


St. Louis authorities. As Policeman Grass 
was passing a South Second street boarding- 
house on November 16 he was called in to ar- 
rest Henry Dieterich, a young German, who 
was endeavoring to pass a check made paya- 
ble to Nicholas Brant. Dieterich had only 
been in this country a short time, and could 
speak — 31. word of English. He pre 

e able to speak the language at 
all. Heclaimed to have purchased the check 
2 from a man for whom he had worked. 
As this explanation was not satisfactory, 
the policeman arrested him. The Shelbina 
authorities were notified of the arrest and in- 
formed that Brant had pronenty been mur- 
dered and to hunt for his body. A search was 
instituted and the body found in the bottom of 
an old well on Brant’s farm. A lot of hoop- 
poles and shavings covered the body from 
view. Sheriff William Sanders came here for 
Dieterich, and the latter, who had been tellin 
all sorts of conflicting stories, was identifie 
as a former workman of Brant’s. It 
learned that the murdered man, 
for Brant’s body showed clearly that 
he had been murdered and thrown in the well, 
had last been seen in Dieterich’s company. 
Brant’s team, wagon and trunk had also dis- 
— and they were recovered, Die- 
lerich having sold the rig to a farmer living 
some distance from Shelbina. One link after 
another was welded into the chain of circum- 
stantial evidence against the young man. He 
was taken to Shelbina and at his preliminary 
ozaminehion some time ago was held for the 
offense.

THE LACONDONS, 


A Party of Catholic Missionaries to Convert 
the Wild Tribe of Indians, 


Crrr OF MEXICO, April 7. -A party of Cath- 
olio missionaries will shortly leave this city 
for Southern Mexico with a view to converting 
the Lacondons, a wild tribe of Indians, 25,000 
in number, scattered over portions of the 
States of Campeche, Tabasco and Yucatan. 
They are reported to preserve the religious and 
social customs of the Aztecs in their primitive 


purity. Itis said thatthey still offer human 
sacrifices to their gods. The country 
which they inhabit has never been 
explored, but there is a popular legend 
in the State of Tabasco that in the heart of its 
forests the Lacondons ag pe a city with tem- 
les and bazaars, such as were found by the 
Spaniards in Aztec cities on their first landin 
in Mexico. Few white men have penetrate 
this region and none have ever returned alive. 
The Lacondons were nevér subdued by the 
Spaniards, and few attempts have been made 
to subjugate them. Since Mexico became in- 
dependent they have held themselves abso- 
lutely aloof from all intercourse with Europe- 
ans. The enterprise of the missionaries is 
considered extremely perilous. The Govern- 
ment favors the conversion of the Indians. 
Catholicism will render them more amenableto 
civil jurisdiction. The party is composed of 
Passionist and Jesuit fathers and their mission 
has the direct sanction of the College of the 
Propaganda at Rome as well as of the Arch- 
bishop and Bishops of Mexico. Catholic

A Partly Successful Attempt to Wreck a 
Burlington Train at Chicago. 


CHICAGO, III., April 7.—A Burlington switch 
engine pushing a train of lumber cars was de- 
ralled by a misplaced switch near Western 
avenue at a late hour last night.
